3. Goals 
Our goal is to build a strong foundation for future proficiency in Japanese. You will gain the ability to 
communicate in simple sentences and to read and write hiragana, katakana, and a few introductory kanji. 
You will develop basic competence in listening comprehension, speaking, reading and writing Japanese. 
You will learn grammatical rules, vocabulary items, and cultural information necessary to use Japanese 
appropriately. You will begin to be able to use the Japanese language fluently, that is, gracefully and 
graciously. 


4. Structure and Contents of the Course 
Lecture classes will focus on explaining grammar, but this time will also be used for grammar practice. 


In Lab classes, you will practice speaking, sometimes as a large group, often in pairs, using the 
grammar you have learned. 
*Lab classes require that you come having memorized new vocabulary and understanding new grammar. 


Self-managed work outside of class is required to develop all four language skills (i.e., speaking, 
listening, writing, and reading). This is attainable only if you commit a significant amount of time and 
effort to study outside of class. To ensure the effectiveness of such outside class learning activities, you 
will be given homework assignments on a daily basis.

Be alert and attentive to participate 
in various activities enthusiastically. You are encouraged to ask questions in lecture sessions, but we will run 
the lab sessions as a Japanese-only environment to the extent possible.

7.4. Exams, tests, and quizzes 
- Almost all tests and quizzes are given during the first half of class. 
- Vocabulary quizzes are given at the beginning of each day with a few exceptions, and there will be no 
make-ups given. Be sure to be in class by 8 am. 
- You will be allowed to make up missed tests and quizzes with no penalty only if you contact instructors in 
advance AND provide official evidence for your absence. Always contact instructors by email as soon 


as you realize you will miss or have missed a test. The decision to allow make-ups (with or without 
penalty) will be made on a case by case basis. 


7.5. Dialogue Memorization Performances 
You will memorize a short dialogue and perform it in class each day with a few exceptions. The goal is not 
simply to memorize them but to recite them fluently (1.e., appropriate pronunciation, intonation, speed, etc.). 
Therefore, listen to the recording and practice with it many times before coming to class each day. The written 
script is there to help you understand what is said in the recording, and you should not rely on it too much. 


7.6. Academic Integrity 
You are welcome to study together, but all tests, quizzes and assignments are measures of individual 
performance. You may tackle your homework together, but that means discussing how to do it. You should not 
copy each other’s answers. Copying or any other form of cheating may result in a charge of academic 
misconduct.

If a student submits work completed by copying someone else’s work, both the student who copied 
and the student who allowed their work to be copied will receive no credit for the work. (Note: There 
may be answer keys for SAM available online; however, it is strongly prohibited to copy the answers 
from that as well. You will most likely be caught, so please do your own work.) 

No quizzes or tests administered in this course are open-book. Thus, using any unauthorized material 
during quizzes and tests is unacceptable. 

Furthermore, sharing any information about the content of quizzes and tests with those who have not 
taken them will be construed as a violation of academic integrity. 

Those involved will be reported to Office of the Vice Provost for Student Affairs and will receive a 
lower grade or fail the entire course. 

While doing homework and other assignments, you may seek help from people other than your 
instructors. For example, you might ask if a certain phrase or sentence is correct. However, receiving 
"too much help" violates academic integrity. When you submit your work, please be sure to indicate 
where you received help from other people. Your instructor may ask you for the meaning of the words 
and expressions you have used in your work in order to make sure that you fully understand what you 
have submitted. The line between legitimate help and cheating is this: Could you reproduce this "help" 
on a test or on your own? If the answer is yes—i.e., you learned something from your question and 
will not make the same mistake again. If the answer is no—e.g., you cannot identify the parts of 
speech in the phrase, then you should not turn in the assignment as your own work. If you are unsure 
about your particular situation, please ask the instructors for clarification before you submit your work 
as your own.
